ing Post, who has'been traveling through 
Ireland writes as follows from Galway:— 


I must not forbear to speak of tho 


awful, and, as it seems, rooted poverty' 
that prevails iu the districts that I have 
just visited. The scenes along the usual 
routes of tourist travel in Ireland during 
the season of leaf and flower aro pitiable 
enough. Hut they are beggared by tho 
types of human life that are found iu tho 
worst 
regions 
of Koscommon, Mayo, 


Clare and Galway. At places there aro 
jog lands covered with low bushes streteh- 
ng to the horizon like tho sea. 
To the 


oye they are scones of desolation and mi- 
asma. Yet on these moist bogs live hun- 
Ireds of beings calling themselves men, 
vomon and 
children, 
their 
hilts 


carcely distinguishable from the natural 
pheavals of the rank ground. 
Some of 


s who were bred in the country regions 
f New England may remember that tho 
mskrat builds a winter home along tho 
dges of ponds by heaping weeds, turf, 
nd sticks in the shape of a mound.' I 
now of nothing so like the swamp houses 
f the poor Irish as these muskrat mounds 
naguined a few diameters. 
And tho un- 


tterable squalor within ! The dirt floor, 
16 smouldering fire, the half dozen pieces 
'crippled furniture, the rough straw 
me! blanket that make a thing called a 
bed for half ft dozen people, 
the rags, 


the filth, the misery! Horrible as these 
dwellings , are, 
tho small villages .of 


Itoscommon. Mayo and 
Galway 
are 


only 
a 
shade 
better. 
The 
single 


street is like a barnyard, both OK to soil 
and inhabitants. 
Cows, pigs, nocks of 


dirty fowls, and • an occasional goat or 
donkey stroll through it and enter tho 
houses at will. A less squalid but sadder 
sight in those regions are the ruins of 
novels which, roofless and shattered, 
cover a hill here or there, tho broken 
skeletons of the old structures standing 
out weird and gaunt against the sky. The 
driver of your jaunting-car will, if an old 
man, 
often tell you that ho remembers 


when one of these areas of ruin wan an 
active village of a thousand .people. 
Those familiar pictures of Ireland aro not, 
it will be understood, peculiar to tho pres- 
ent agitation. 
But thiy go with it as 


companion, concomitant', 
and 
partial 


cause. 


The all-pervading intemperance in Ire- 


laud is us obvious as ever. It is disclosed 
not so much in dull faces and staggering 
forms as iu other signs which show that 
drinking is systematic and deep. 
On the 


platform of every little country railroad 
station are piles of liquor in bottle, cask 
and case. No hotel is too menu or dirty 
not to have a barroom almost gorgeous as 
compared 
with the rest of tho shabby 


structure. 
The bill of fare is contempti- 


bly short, the list of liquors mdonouielr 
long. It is common talk, moreover, thrit 
the poorer classes are getting to prefer 
more and 'sore strong spirits to ale, por- 
ter, or wines, and select the vilest com- 
pounds because they are cheaper. r.::;l 
"scratch as they go down the throat." 
With 
Intemperance 
goes her vicious 


handmaid 
Ignorance. 
T have 
thus 


far in my many talks with tenant-farmers 
been peculiarly struck with one thing: 
not their illiteracy, but their inability to 
carry logical thinking beyond n certain 
limited point. 
You lead them by gentle 


suasion to talk about their troubles, and 
their theme is always "the high rout." 
They feel this as a pricking thorn, hut 
they cannot think beyond its pain. 
You 


ask them what they beliovc will be the 
outcome of the decisions of the land courts 
or what Home P.ulc is to he and why they 
want it, and they instantly begin to 
flounder. 
The poor fellows ask, and 


yearn, and agitate, and vote for an idea 
that they cannot yet oven detine. 


Observant men in Ireland have also 


begun to talk of another phenomenon— 
the momentary decline of tho influence of 
the Roman Catholic Church over its peo- 
ple. Protestants, particularly landlords, 
attribute it to the momentum of the agita- 
tion. 
It is far more likely that it is due 


to the internal divisions of the Church 
itself. Tho clerical attitude is no longer 
consistent and invariable. 
The priests 


are Irishmen as well as servants of an in- 
fallible head, and they yield in the major- 
ity of cases to their sympathies with their 
environment. The effect is discord—some- 
thing the Irish layman has rarely seen in 
his church. 
While the Archbishop of 


fialway abets agitations, the Archbishop 
of Tiiam decries it; while a priest at Clon- 
bur hojps^ to Boycott Lord Ardilaun, 
Father MoCiiliitgh at Dromeckin is deserted 
by hit- congregation because he had ad- 
vised them to pay their rent. 
This con- 


tention in the. (Jlinrch. though not bane-' 
tiouiug agitation or outrage, impairs sadly 
the religious authority which miglit 
otherwise be exercised to enforce order 
and good morals. 


A most pernicious ally of tho agitation 


here is what may be called the "American 
idea" in Irish politics. 
The Irishman's 


reveries constantly turn toward the Unit- 
ed States. 
He thinks of that country in 


almost the same spirit that the Moham- 
medan dreams of Paradise. 
No praise i» 


too fulsome, no ideal of national potency 
too vast for the "other Ireland" across 
the blue water. 
This notion, fostered 


and strengthened by the Irish-Americaus 
who come back to 
wear fine clothes, 


spend money and brag, has grown to most 
mischievous proportions. 
The Irishman, 


remembering how America has had ono 
or two historical struggles with the Bri- 
lon, how slie has succored Erin in famine 
how nvcn now the Jamil League funds 
are pouring in from over tho sea, talks 
as though wo were in offensive and de- 
fensive alliance with Ireland, and only 
waited her signal for war. Tho Irishman, 
too, has boundless conceit as to tho iln'. 
parlance of his race in the United States. 
To hear him boast one would imagine 
that Iho Celt was dominant in America, 
that President Arthur was an Irish mon- 
arch, and that only wailing for tho ful- 
ness of limn delays the transfer of the 
Papal See to Washington. 
I actually 


heard only a few days ago an Irish orator 
--and a really eloquent ono—al a meeting 
in London brag about how successfully 
Lho Irishman had vindicated his capacity 
for rulership by his wise administration 
of the affairs of largo American cities 
oarlieularly New York. Of course, all 
Ihis is the very height mid depth of non- 
ransijj but it.has its vicious effect all tho 
iamo. It deepens and prolongs tho agl-' 
ahon hy making [ho Irishman dream of 


> special Providence on ll;o trausatlanlic 
shore which watches over him, and, in 
he emergency, will come actively to his

America on country roads strangers do

his woes. He talks often, and foolishly, 
too, about-tho Alabama proccdentas one 
which wo should take warning by, and i 
always referring to tho United States a 
the base lino of the Irish agitation. 
Hi 


dislike of tho returned Irish-American 
is most intense. 
"They aro alway 


to bo known," said a gentleman wii 
has lived 
in County Cavon to me 


a few days ago, "by their swaggering 
ways, their flashy dross and impuden 
manner. 
You meet one on the road, and 


unlike our native Irishman, ho never 
takes off his hat to you." It might have 
been suggested to Ihis gentleman that ii 


^r copying tho habit of his new country; 
and, furthermore, 
that even on Irish 


roads gentlemen strangers usually ataro 
by way of salutation. But, after all, this 
gentleman was half right. 
Many of 


these returned Irishmen no doubt are ex- 
actly as he described them, and, when 
they do not go back to our country, they 
drift 
into 
leaders of 
the 
agitation. 


In 
this connection it may also 
be 


remarked that the Irish ladies comment 
severely on the love of dross and display 
which characterizes the Irish serving 
women who come buck from America, 
but extol their capacity as servants, and, 
by inference, the efficiency of. American 
ladies in housekeeping. 
Whatever it 


may be in the household, the American 
influence on the political situation here 
is most baneful and unfortunate. 


I have spoken in this letter oulv of the 


shadows— some of them dark a'nd long 
ones— which fall athwart

shadow, and some bright gleams of it fall 
here even in the gloomiest places.

Kentucky, Virginia, Illinois, aud a

thus in two ways is the ground loosing 
its coolness and moisture 
by hilling. 


While this is all true we believe its helps 
potatoes to haul the soil around the vines 
when they are from four to nix inches 
high.
